On the last day before my departure, 
when I had only one copy left,a poor mid- 
dle-aged Jew of a very sickly appearance, 
but shewing traces of having known bet- 
ter days—which also during my conversa- 
tion with him was confirmed—entered my 
roombeceing. Il asked him, whether he 
could read that book ? (the gospels of St.

Mr. Knight, missionary. from the Church 
Missionary Society.

Knight as avery valuable acquisition to 
the missionary cause in this district. He 
has rendered me some important assistance 
in my schools, as he is well acquainted 
with the theory and practice of the Lan- 
casterian system of education.

16.—‘Lhis morning, ten or twelve _per- 
sons trom a distant part of the parish of 
Milette, came to request me to open a 
school in that part of the parish, saying, 
that there are many boys there, who have 
never had any.opportunity for receiving in- 
struction. Of Jate I have had several for- 
mal applications from different places to es- 
tablish schools ; but have been unable to 
attend to them without neglecting other du- 
ties. ‘The pospe appear to be more and 
more convinced of the sincerity of our 
professions, arid to begin to see the advan- 
tages of our schools, 

20.—This day my interpreter left me, 
to take up his residence at theschool-house 
at Panditeripo, which I have lately enlarg- 
ed and propared for this purpose. At this 
time my schgols are well attended. The. 
whole number of boys in the 8 schools: is 
nearly 400, As the rains have commenced, 
it is dificult for me to travel dhy consider 
able distance. Nicholas, my interpreter, 
will attend fo the school - at Panditeripo, 
and also to one established in an adjacent 
village.. These two schools are the most 
remote from my station, 

Another, and a more important reason 
for sending Nicholas to Panditeripo is,that 
the children in those schools, and the peo- 
ple in that vicinity, may have a better op- 
portunity, especially on the Sabbath, to re- 
ceive religious instruction. 

Nicholas is a native Malabar, beloaging 
to Jafina. Fermerly, he was a reader of 
songs in a heathen temple. Afterwards, 
he was about two yearsin the government 
school at Jaffnapatam, under the care of 
the Rev, Christian David. There his -at: 
tention was seriously turned to the con- 
cerns of his beak, ae he gives some evi- 
dence of real piety. He has contiuued his 
studies at this place 15 months, and has 
served me as an interpreter nearly a year. 
He appears to have a sincere desire to be

It is not, however, the design of the Trustees 
and Officers of the Institution, to adhere rigidly 
to these conditions in every case. Where age, 
or other circumstances require it, persons will be 
received uvder the patronage of the Institution, 
who have notail the preceding qualifications, 
with a view to their being intredaced into the 
ministry without going through the whole of the 
Such cases, however, will be 
regarded as exceptions to the general ruie, and 
will be admitted sparingly. 

Jn case any should resort to the Institation for 
education, who would be too young to be intro- 
duced into the ministry after having completed | 
the regular course, they will be required either! 
to pursue a course somewhat more extensive, or | 
to spend some time at the Bemimary after they} 
have completed the regular course, before they 
will be recommended to au Association for license 
to preach. 

In all cases of admission, as theologteal students, 
ample testimonials of mora) and Christian charac- 
ter will be required. Those who wish to be re- 
ceived on the charity foundation, must also pro- 
duce evidence of indigence and good native ta- 
lents. At their last meeting, however, the Trus- 
tees voted, that young men of good moral ur. 
acter, desirous of acquiting a knowledge of the 
arts and sciences,may be admitted into the class- 
€3 pursuing those branches, cn paying a reason- 
able price for mstruction. ‘This has not ‘yet, I 
believe, been fixed. 

_As the great object of this Institution is to vur- 
nish destitute Churches with pious and able pas- 
toss; Missionary Societies with laborious and} 
faithful missionaries ; and 200,000 of our fellow- 
nren in the eastern and northern parts. of New- 
England, now sitting in the region and shadow 
of spiritual death, with orthodox and competent 
preachers of the gospel, prepared by education

_ There is, it is believed, no «disposition in the 
Trustees and Patrons of this Institution,to detract 
from the merit of our Colleges, Universities, and 
fheological Seminaries previously established ;

theimobject to give. On the contrary, they ar- 
dently wish them success. But they are con-

The Huntsville Republican, of July 15, con- 
tains a short analysis of the constits report 
by the committee to the convention of Alabama.

Loss of the Steam Boat Phenix, by Fire, on 
Lake Champlain. 

The Steam Boat Pheenix left Burlington at half 
past 12 o’clock on the night of the 4th inst. with 
about 43 persons on bourd. Neartwo o'clock, 
the vessel being iu the broadest part of the Lake, 
those who had retired to the cabins, were alarmed 

by the cry of fire, given by one ofthe passengers 
| who was walking the deck. Every one sushed 
instantly upon deck, and sprang, into the yawls, 
and, after half an hourof suspeuse and danger, 
were landed in safety on Frovidence Island. 
The boats immediately returned to the relief of 
those who might still be around the burning ves- 
sel, and were so fortunate as to rescue five, 
who had threwn themselves woon benches o1 
planks. By the vigorous exertions of ove of the 
passengers, Mr. John Pearson, a boat was sum- 
moned to convey those who were saved, from
